Dear Ms. McLaughlin, 

In June, 2003, 1 received an Office Action from the USPTO. It had my name and address, but 
was for a different person and had a different application number. I called the USPTO and they 
said to mail it back, which I did. 



In August, 2003, 1 received a Notice of Drawings from the USPTO. This also had my name and 
address, but had someone else's application number. A copy of that cover page was received by 
the Petitions Office previously. 

In December, 2003, 1 received a Notice Of Abandonment that had my name, my address, and my 
application number (09/690,657). I could not believe it, since I hadn't received any 
communication on this application after I sent in my response on February 24, 2003. 1 also had 
seven other patent applications pending so I could not know that the wrong office actions I 
received had anything to do with this application. Plus, the examiner had left the USPTO. 

When I received the latest petition response mailed 07/21/08, 1 called the Inventors Assistance 
Center. They looked up my application and said an Office Action was mailed from the USPTO 
on June 1 8, 2003. It also says a response was received on July 22, 2003. 1 always use the full 
three months or more. I believe that another applicant received that Office Action meant for me, 
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and mailed it back to the USPTO. That would be the response received by the USPTO on July 
22, 2003. 

The Inventors Assistance Center could not pull up the July 22, 2003 response on their screen. 
They said a supervisor could assign a cleric to pull the paper of the July 22, 2003 response to see 
if it is the June 1 8, 2003 office action with someone else's name and address that they mailed 
back to the USPTO. 

If the July 22, 2003 response is the June 18, 2003 Office Action with someone else's name and 
address, it will prove I never received the Office Action. On 08/3 1/08, 1 sent a letter to Mr. 
Richard E. Chilcot, Supervisory Patent Examiner, Art Unit 3635, to see if he could get that file 
pulled. 

I never received a response. I called Mr. Chilcot several times and left messages to call me. I 
finally called again last week and Mr. Chilcot answered. He said the Inventor's Assistance Center 
had old information, as he could not pull the file because it was too old. 

I also believe that the other applicant's Notice of Drawings that I received in August, 2003, 
should have been a Notice of Non-Compliance mailed by the USPTO on August 1 1, 2003. 

The copy of the Notice of Drawing with someone else's application number proves I never 
received a Non-Compliant Amendment. 

The Dismissed Petition says that "petitioner must provide a copy of petitioner's logs showing the 
Office Communication would have been entered if it had been received." In my inventor's log 
book, the last notation for application 09/690,657 is: "reply sent on 2/24/03." I have enclosed a 
copy of my log book showing this. Line six from the bottom of the page shows application 
09/690,657 as "657\ 
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I hereby affirm that the Office Action I received in June, 2003 was not for my application no. 
09/690,657, but was for someone else. I also affirm that the Office Action I received in August, 
S 2003 was for someone else's application. I also affirm that the last Office Action I received 

pertaining to my application no. 09/690,657, prior to the Notice of Abandonment, was mailed by 
the USPTO in November, 2002. 1 also affirm that I have checked all my records, and affirm that I 
have received no Office Actions for my application no. 09/690,657 between December, 2002 and 
November, 2003.
